Washington, December 4.—The state 
department late today had received no 
official information regarding the re- 
ported attack on an American ship in 
the Mediterranean. Officials thought 
there was little possibility that the col- 
lier Caesar was the ship referred to in 
news dispatches as attacked by a sub- 
marine, and suggested that it probably 
was one of a smal] fleet of merchant 
vessels plying in Grecian waters under 
the American flag, but owned entirely 
by Greek capital. An attack on a ship 
of that status, it was said, probably 
would not confront the United Statés 
with a serious international. problem 
unless there were Americans aboard.

Examination of the entire teaching 
force of the Atlanta public school sys- 
tém will commence Monday afternoon 
at the office of the medical. inspection 
department of schools, following an or- 
der of the board of education. The 
principals, teachers and supernumera- 
ries, numbering over 600, will report in 
groups of six or eight from day to day 
at scheduled hours .in the afternoons. 

The teachers will be examined as to 
their eyes, ears, nose, throats, heart 
and ftungs, the examinations being the 
game as’ that given the 26,000 chil- 
dren in the grades and high schools. 
The purpose of the examination is to 
take precaution against diseases. 

According to the plan worked out by 
Dr. W. N. Adkins, medical’inspector of 
schools, the teachers will be examined 
in alphabetical order. Because several 
teachers have expressed their desire to 
be examined immediately, the plan 
will be changed to allow these volun- 
teers the first appointments. 

Although the requirement of an ex- 
amination of the teaching force is an 
innovation in Atlanta, school officials 
state that the wisdom of this mové is 
generally recognized by the force, 
Whether examinations by family 
physicians will be acceptable to the 
board, Superintendent Landrum was 
unable to state. He pointed out that 
the resolution of the board did not 
contemplate this alternative. It was 
his opinion that the acceptance of a 
physician’s report other than that of 
the chief medical inspector would have 
to be subject to further action of the 
board. 

It is expected that several: months 
will elapse before a report can be sub- 
mitted by the medical inspector on the 
health status of the teaching force of, 
Atlanta’s schools. This report will be 
filed with the board, it is understood, 
for future reference in the selection 
and election of teachers. School offi- 
cials regard this move as a logical step 
in safeguarding. the health of the 
ichool children of the city following 
the reorganization of the medical de- 
partment last summer and say that it 
is in keeping with the plan to place.

London, December 4.—British, Ger;

Having advanced during October ané 
November through the desert of Irak 
to the very environments of Bagdad, 
the British force is now retiring upon 
Kut-El-Amara, eighty miles southeas, 
of Ctesiphon, the scene of the battle 
fought the last of November in which 
thé British troops met their first seri- 
ous check. a : 

‘ Parks Heavily Reinforced. 

The position, therefore, of General 
Townshend's force is much the same as 
in September after the battle of Kut- 
El-Amara. According to a recent ac- 
count, large Turkish reinforcements, 
supplementing forces which Already_ 
outnumbered the British forces four to 
one, were flung against the British 
troops retiring down the Tigris and 
made a British stand out of the ques- 
tion. 

The text of the official statement 
says: 

“General Townshend remained in oc- 
cupation of the battlefield at Ctesiphon, 
beating off.all counter attacks till he 
had completed the removal of his 
wouned and of 1,600 prisoners taken 
from the enemy; but in view of our 
heavy losses and arrival of Turkish 
reinforcements he then withdrew.

In the Winter Trenches 
. Warmed by Electricity 


Washington, December 4.—Blectri- 
cally warmed underclothing for the 
soldiers in the winter trenches is the 
latest Austrian invention, reported to- 
day by an American attache at The 
Hague. Fine flexible wires are woven 
into the fabric. Connection is made by 
each wearer with a cable running along 
the trench and fed from a generator 
in the rear. About 260 watts of cur- 
rent is used at thirty to fifty volts, 
costing one to two cents per hour per 
man. The suits weigh a little less than 


two pounds and cost about $20 each.

BHisuan Tung, will be made an hereditary 
prince. 

Already ten of the twenty-one pro- 
vinces of China have cast their unani- 
mous vote for the monarchy and have 
designated Yuan Shi Kai as their choice 
for emperor, according to government 
report, It is fair to assume that few 
of the other provinces will deviate from 
the government plan. While Yuan Shi 
Kai has repeatedly denied government 
manipulation of the monarchial scheme, 
évidences of his handiwork are to be 
seen on every side. 

Transformation Into Monarchy. 


The transformation of the republic 
into a monarchy will be effected by 
three moves, unless foreign interfer- 
ence upsets the present plans. After 
the election of the representatives of 
the people for the people’s representa- 
tive convention, this body will deter- 
mine the form and text of the ballot 
to be used by this body. The third step 
will be the nomination of the presi- 
dent to be emperor. The president will 
then ascend. the dragon throne and 
the boy emperor will surrender to him 
all the hiatoric treasures of the Tsin 
dynasty. ittle Hsuan Tung’s title o 
emperor then will be cancelled. 

Interesting reports. are circulated 

y as to the unwillingness Yuan 


he latest is that the president es- 
pecia desires to decline the great re- 
sponsi ty and return to his native 
Place to tall the soil. 

Various organs and bodies through- 
out China are™ preparing memorials 
which will be submitted to the presi- 
dent ee) Pe. him to accept the 
crown, Lu neng-Hslans. the min- 
ister of foreign fairs, is to submit 
a petition on behalf of all the politi- 
cal elements of the country. Miss An 
Tseng-Sung, who has been the leader 
@mong women favoring the monarchical 
movement, is to sign a petition for the 
women of China. 


Memorial From Military. 


Yang Tu, promoter of the society for 
the preservation of peace, which first 
brought the monarchical movement into 
the limelight, will sign a memorial on 
behalf of the constitutional progres- 
sives’ society. Wang Shih-Ching, the 
minister of war, will attach his signa 
ture to a memorial from the military 
body of China. 

Emperor Hsuan Tung will submit a 
petition from the imperial family. Mili- 
tary Governor Tuan Chih-Kuei, of Muk- 
den, will attach his signature to a me- 
morial from the patent * governors of 
all the province. ang uan will sub- 
mit a petition on behalf of the Moham- 
medans. Other prominent Chinese will 
offer memorials from the commercial 
bodies of China, from the educational 


or anizations, and from Tibet and Mon- 


olia.

ERMAN ARMY BECOMING 


MACHINE GUN BATTERY 


Automatic Rifles Are Also Be- 
ing Provided for the 
Kaiser’s Troops. 


Petrograd, December 4.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The enormous development in 
the machiné gun equipment of the Ger- 
man forces along the Russian front 
is authoritatively discussed by Colo- 
nel Clerget, of the Russian army in 
an article in The Russki Invalid pub- 
lished by the war department. He 
states that the German army is be- 
comi one great machine ‘gun bat- 
tery, the German government sparing 
no expense in constructing guns and 
supplying ammunition as well as teach- 
ing the rank and file the use of the 
weapons. | 

It is the German aim, according to 
the writer, to instruct every common 
soldier of every branch of the service 
how to manipulate a machine gun in 
case of necessity. : Even the teamsters 
and members of the sanitary corps, he 
adds, are receiving such instruction. 

Another thing noted by Colonel 
Clerget is the extraordinarv rapidity 
with which the Germans are intro- 
ducing automatic rifles, the presence 
of which was recently noticed. . He 
says that the urgency of the German 
effort to transform their defensive 
line into machine gun batteries is in- 
dicated by their pressing automobiles 
of the sanitary service into use as 
transports for guns and ammunition.. 

The German dislike for bayonet at- 
tacks and their desire in every way 
to increase the effectiveness of fire- 
arms as opposed to bayonets is re- 
sponsitle, according to Colonel Clerget, 
for the change in German tactics. 

A: double’ explosive Austrian :shrap- 
nel shel!, designed to explode when 
striking after having discharged a rain 
of bullets in the air is also discussed 
by the writer. He contends, however, 
that the effects obtained by the sec- 
ond explosion are slight. He pays a 
tribute to the improved fighting quali- 
ties of the Austrian troops as com- 
pared with those opposed to the Rus- 
sians last year, giving it as his opin- 
ion that there is now little difference 
between them and the Germans. 


SUBMARINE DESTROYED 
BY BOMB FROM ARSHP 


French Aviators Describe Their 
Attack on German Un- 
dersea Boat. 


* Paris, December 4.—A story of the 


destruction of\a German submarine 
by an allied aeroplane was related to- 
day by Lieutenants Viney and de Sin- 
cay On their return to Paris from Dun- 
kirk. 

“It was noon Sunday,” said Lieuten- 
ant Viney. “We had left half an hour 
before on a French biplane to look 
for submarines reported nearby. We 
rose 10,000 feet and had been cruising 
about for some time when we saw two 
submarines five miles off.shore west of 
Nieuport. ‘ 

“It was an ideal spot for our purpose. 
The sea was shallow, giving the sub- 
marines little chance of escape. By 
plunging in wide spirals we descended 
toward one of the boats, which, being 
above a sandbank, could not dive. She 
made desperate efforts to get away, 
steering in wild zig-zags. i 

“We realized we could not get her 
and so turned our attention to the oth- 
er. Apparently it was more difficult 
to handle her, and we pounced down 
on her. We catne dow® to about 300 
feet above the sea. When we were 
certain of not missing we let go the 
first bomb and made a hit. Even with 
the naked eye we could observe that 
serious damage had been inflicted. 

“We circled around twice more over 
the doomed submarine. A second bomb 
did the rest of the work. She broke 
in half and sank. a 

“We did not wait to see more. Mo- 
ments were precious We had to t 
back to Dunkirk as quickly as possible, 
for the submarines were sure to have 

iven warning and we were liable to 

ind our retreat cut-off by the enemy’s 
aeroplanes if we lingered.”

Columbus, Ga., December 4.—(8pe- 
cial.)—Perhaps the most novel business 
enterprise in west Georgia has its head- 
quarters at Thomaston. It is the hunt- 
ing-dog business, of which C. F. Nelson 
is proprietor and,-as a commercial prop- 
osition, is said to be unique in this seo- 
tion of the country. 

Thomaston is. not unusued to distinc- 
tions such as this, for, although one of 
thé comparatively small places of* the 
state, it is said to be the third mule 
market in Georgia, being surpassed in 
this respect only by Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah. ’ 

Making Thomaston his headquarters, 
Mr. Nelson has established what might 
be termed branches at White Oak, Ga., 
and Btheridge, Fila., and is now consid- 
ering brantéhing out on a large scale 
on hunting grounds near Lake City, 
Fla., having leased a place for that 
purpose. 2 

Mr. Nelson raises and trains bird 
dogs—pointers and setters. He does 


inot sell his dogs, but simply their serv- 


ices to hunters. In the.winter he car- 
ries his dogs to south Georgia and 
Florida, where the big hunting parties 
from Georgia and the northern states 
go, and in the summer he spends most 
of the time in North Carolina. He car- 
ries a crew of about thirty trained bird 
dogs with him, and his hunters are in 
great demand, so that his time is com- 
pletely taken up with engagements. 
umbers of his best customers are 
northern people’ who have fallen in the 
habit of coming south in the winter and 
who like to go huntiag behind depend- 
able dogs, which can be supplied at a 
mornrent’s notice. Most of his custom- 
ers hunt mounted, and so Mr. Nelson 
has become expert in training horses 
to gunfire as wellas in developing the 
talent among his canine possessions. 

A dog, says Mr. Nelson, is not grown 
until he is two years old, and does not 
take life very serioulsy then; heis ‘“‘set- 
tled” at three years, and from four to 
eight and nine years is in his prime. A 
hunting dog over ten years of age is 
rarely of much service, although there 
are some exceptions to this rule.

GERMANS SEEK REMEDY 
FOR FOOD SHORTAGE 


Problem Is Being Discussed by 
Budget Committee of 
the Reichstag. 


py 


Berlin, December .4.—(Via London, 
December 5.)—The budget committee of 
the reichstag is devoting several days 
_to a discussion of food problems. 

Socialist speakers have fully ap- 
proved the government’s measures to 
protect consumers and obtain a bet- 
ter distribution of supplies, but de- 
mand that the government must £0 
even further and apply the card sys- 
tem to meats, lard and virtually every- 
thing else and wholly eliminate the 
middleman. One _ socialist demanded 
that the government carry out the res- 
olution already unanimously adopted 
by the reichstag providing for the es- 
tablishment of a central government 
office with complete control of food 
supplies. 

A conservative speaker pointed out 
that the prices of feed have risen more 
than the prices of meat and milk. He 
said that the production of a litre (1.06 
quarts) of milk now costs 14 pfen- 
nigs (3% cents) more than in normal] 
times. He recommended that th gov- 
ernments of other states folléw the 
example of Prussia, which proposes to 
devote 100,000,000 marks ($25,000,000) to 
procure supplies of feed for fattening 
swine. 

Owing to difficulty the people ex- 
perience in obtaining butter, the Ber- 
lin municipality has organized a so- 
called butter bureau in the city hall. 
This bureau distributes in Berlin and 
vicinity the quotas of butter assigned 
to the territory by the central buying 
agency, which is an, organization, op- 
erating under the auspices of the gov- 
ernment. 

It is charged in some quarters that 
the butter famine of the past-few days 
has been due to the holding back of 
butter by the producers. It is admit- 
ted, however, everywhere that the 
shortage of feed is the chief cause. 
An alleged contributing cause is that 
imported butter can be sold only 
through the central selling agency.

Mr. Wimbish’s departure marks the 
first step in probably the most import- 
ant development of the fight against 
the proposed new tariffs. Immediately 
following his arrival at the capital, 
he will begin the preparation of a pe- 
tition asking the interstate commerce 
commission to suspend the rates until 
the case can be heard on its merits. 

The petition, it is expected, will be 
ready for presentation to the commis- 
sion by Wednesday. It can not be pre- 
sented later than Friday in that any 
action taken by the commission must 
be taken on a petition which is pre- 
sented to the body by the tenth of the 
present month. 

Mr. Wimbish was busy Saturday pre- 
paring data for submission to the mem- 
bers of the commission and outlining 
his views of the great hardships upon 
the terminal cities of the southeast 
which would follow the putting of the 
new tariffs into effect.

the Beavers adherents to upset pro- 
ceedings at his trial, were made in 
the answer of the police commission to 
the certiorari proceedings instituted by 
Beavers in superior court. 

The. commission seeks to defend its 
action in demoting Meavers’from the 
office. of chief to the rank of captain. 
Besides the arraignment of Beavers and 
of the Men and Religion organization, 
} the answer makes many denials of 
charges, one of which is that Edwin 
Johnson employed counsel to prosecute 
the former chief. Even though there 
had been no attorney representing the 
board, it is stated in the answer, the 
vote would have stood 11 to @ for con- 
viction. . . 

Besides asserting that Beavers yield- 
ed to the dictates of the Men and Re- 
ligion Movement, it is charged by the 
commission that the religious body in- 
jured the city by circulating bulletins, 
which, “in picturesque, although mis- 
leading, language, vilified Atlanta and 
sent abroad the impression that the 
city was a hotbed of vice and iniquity.” 

The answer adds in this respect: 

Defied Police Commission. 

“Every member of the commission 
knew the plaintiff had deliberately and 
knowingly defied the board of police 
commissioners and was obeying the in- 
structions of and following the advice 
of unofficial interests, and that these 
were not in accord with the publie 
interest or of the preservation of peace 
or. good morals or™~prosperity of the 
citizens of Atlanta. 

“For these reasons, the plaintiff 
(Beavers) was unanimously found gull- 
ty on the first ballot without dissent 
by the board. The charge of insuiur- 
dination was so clearly and manifestly 
sustained as to force even the political 
supporters and adherents of said James 
L. Beavers on the board to vote for his 
conviction.” 

Regarding the charge that Beavers’ 
supporters undertook to handicap the 
proceedings at the Beavers trial, the 
answer says: 

Spectators Organized. 

“Respondents are informed and be- 
lieve that a number of spectators met 
in an office building and were organ- 
ized and put under leadership and 
marched to the cour.room in a body. 
They were instructed to do everything 
possible to support the plaintiff, and 
to insult and’ to attempt to stampede 
the board. This part of the crowd 
complied, and did insult the board and 
attempted by cheers and yelling, to 
stampede the board. There was no dis- 
order exhibited by the crowd against 
the plaintiff.” 

in regard to the Men and Religion 
bulletins, the answer reads: 

“The Men and Religion, after Beav- 
ers’ began to yield to its influénces, 
began a series of paid advertisements, 
the general tenor of which was to vil- 
ify the city of Atlanta, the conduct 
of its affairs, and to describe, in pic- 
turesque, but utterly misleading terms 
the municipality as a hotbed of vice 
and a place of general destruction and 
damnation.,”’ 

It is also charged that Beavers quick- 
ly became “infected with the theories

rapidly drawn within their influences. 
“He ceased to pay any attention to 
ihe requirements of the law relative to 
his authority,” it is alleged, “and par- 
ticularly niisconceived the legal per- 
spective of certain crimes and confused 
a certain class of misdemeanors with 
the highest felonies. 

“A large per cent of the force did 
not agree with him, provoking dissen- 
sion in the department.

Douglas, Ariz., December 4.—General 
Obregon, Carranza’s military chief, 
completed dispositions of troops today 
with intent to cut off Francisco Villa 
and General Jose Rodriguez from all 
avenues of retreat into Chihuahua. 

Agua Prieta officials said that Gen- 
eral Dieguez was moving from Her- 
mosillo hoping to drive Villa into the 
Carranza net. Information came from 
Nogales, however, that Villa was on 
his way south toward the Bacatete 
mountains to head the Yaqui Indians 
in a war to regain the tribal lands 
in the Yaqui valley. 

Villa, the Nogales. correspondent 
says, passed around Dieguez’s Her- 
mosillo army. He has with him, this 
information said, Francisco Urbalejo, 
the Yaqui! chief, who for a time com- 
manded all Villa forces in Sonora. Ur- 
balejo, according to Carranza reports, 
was defeated by Dieguez troops re- 
cently. 

Advices late ttonight from Agua 
Prieta said fighting had started be- 
tween the Carranza forces guarding 
the Nacozari railroad and Villa troops 
trying to break through the Carranza 
lines between Fronteras and Esqueda. 

Agua Prieta was almost stripped of 
funs and soldiers to send reinforce- 
ments to the Carranza forces. A spe- 
cial train loaded with artillery left 
Agua Prieta for Fronteras.

LITCHFIELD EXPLAINS 
COLORS IN RUBBER TIRES 


Tells of Manufacture of Tires 
and Clears Up “Mys- 
teries.”’ 


P. W. Litchfield, factory manager the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber company, ina 
statement just issued throws some 
light on a subject generally discussed 
by laymen and the trade at this time. 
Mr. Litchfield’s statement is educa- 
tional and is along lines récently 
adopted by the company which, recog- 
nizing that the public generally knows 
but little of the rubber business, has 
been oye eg plain, through windows 
displays ahd in other ways, some phases 
of rubber manufacture hitherto little 
known and regarded as “mysteries” by 
people generally. 

“For many years there has been a 
discussion as to the relative merits of 
| different colors in rubber goods,” says 
Mr. Litchfield. Some people wonder 
whether a gray rubber, a black rubber, 
a white rubber or a red rubber is best. 

“Pure rubber, as it is tapped from 
the tree, is a creamy white liquid. It 
is sometimes coagulated to retain this 
creamy white color, ‘but more often it 
is smoked, which gives it a trans- 
parent brownish color. 

“All rubber, when used commercial- 
ly, has to be vulcanized with sulphur, 
If the rubber is* pure and contains 
nothing but sulphur, it will be a gray 
‘color after it is vulcanized, but when 
stretched out into thin sheets and held 
up to the light it will be almost trans- 
parent and of a pale brown or creamy 
color. Any other color than this is 
given to rubber by the addition of va- 
rious chemical substances for impart- 
ing to it special properties, usually to 
toughen it and to give it additional 
wearing qualities, or chemical adulter- 
ants may be used which have no vir- 
tue whatsoever, but are used solely 
to cheapen it. A pure white.color is 
usually produced by the addition of 
oxide of zinc, which has long been 
known as one of the best tougheners 
of rubber, and has been extensively 
used in the manufacture of automobile 
tire treads. Black is usually produced 
by the addition of lampblack or some 
rganic chemicals. Reds are produced 

the addition of antimony or ox- 
ides of iron. .

been, however, it is reported that some 
of the most important interests have 
been quietly picking up large amounts 
of some issues. It is particularly re- 
ported that the leading war stocks are 
passing from the hands of small in- 
vestors to large buyers. Dealings have 
been of such a professional character, 
however, that there is no way to de- 
termine just what tendency the mar- 
ket would have if the public were in- 
terested in it at the moment. For the 
time, however, outside buying has 
dwindled to a very small total each day, 
the average sales running far. below 
the figures of a few weeks back. If 
there were public interest at the time, 
and it is expected to return following 
any favorable event or at the latest it 
is looked for early in the new year 
because at such a time there are large 
annual interest and dividend payments 
which are returned to new investments, 
it is probable thatthe tendency of the 
market would be quite bullish. All re- 
cent reports of industrial conditions 
show plainly that steady expansion and 
improvement has been going on, while 
railfoad earnings are showing most sat- 
isfactory increase. Other conditions are 
favorable to a bull market. AS a re- 
eult, even though professional traders 
have the market mostly to themselves. 
they do not dare.to try any very sharp 
bear raids at this time as it is be- 
lieved that shorts would find quite a 
large buying power ready to step in 
on any sign of heavy reaction. Bears 
have been able to bring about small 
declines all along the line in the last 
few sessions of the market, however, 
by spreading reports regarding the in- 
tention of congress and the administra- 


_ tion to take‘up the fight against “big 


business” again. One rumor, in par- 
ticular, that caused a sudden small 
turn downwards in prices was to the 
effect that President Wilson’s message 
to congress would contain a recom- 
mendation that legislation be directed 
at the large iron and steel companies, 
While it is obvious to most people that 
such information can not be depended 
on, it, nevertheless, has its market re- 
sults for a brief period. 
Inflation May Be Thwarted. 

The money market snowed small 
change, with rates at an abnormally 
low point for this period of the year. 
Fresh arrivals of gold every few days 
from Europe tend to increase the 
@uperabundance of the metal in banks 
here, but the continued expansion in 
business and industry taking place is 
expected to result, before long, in a 
large increase in the amount of bor- 
rowing, and this may relieve the pres- 
ent tendency toward inflation in the 
money market. 

A sudden and extensive decline in 
German exchange attracted attention 
in foreign exchange circles during the 

ast week and was a subject of con- 
ecture in all banking houses. It had 
been thought that as Germany was not 
a@n apparent buyer here, and as that 
country had shown an endeavor to 
artificially stimulate its exchange here 
whenever it threatened to weaken, it 
had been supposed that mark exchange 
would continue firm, though quiet, un- 
til the war was over. In some opin- 
ions as to the cause of the drop, guard- 
ed hints were thrown out that Ger- 
many was really getting large supplies 
from the United States by way of the 
Scandinavian countries, and that these 
supplies had not been paid for; hence 
the accumulation of bills of exchange 
and the drop in the rate for marks to 


. @ new low record. On the other hand, 


it was said that the weakness in that 
exchange was more than overdue as 
Germany rescinded the gold standard 
months ago, and so exchange against 
Germany could not be based on a gold 
valuation, and hence would have con- 
siderably lessened value in foreign ex- 
change markets of neutral lands where 
only gold payments could be recog- 
nized. 
Allies Seeking More Credit. 

France, Russia and Great Britain 
have all made arrangements, or are 
making them now, for large additional 
eredits here. Russia is particularly 
anxious for a larger credit than has 
yet been granted here, as that country 
did not have any part in the Anglo- 
French loan. Estimates of the amounts 
loaned to all foreign governments, in- 
aueng many private transactions 
made by banks, and all including the 
ank credits and the definite 
loans on security sales here, indicate 
that a total in excess of one billion 
dollars has been loaned in the warious 
ways mentioned to France, Great Brit- 
ain, Russia and Italy during 1915. 
With other foreign loans it is probable 
that several hundred millions moré 
could be added to the totals which 
mark the United States as the greatest 
loaning nation of the wérld_ today. 
With Canadian borrowing added to the 
various foreign loans, it is possible 
that this country has become the 
world’s bank

Railroads throughout the United 
States have such a tremendous volume 
of freight to handle and are so behind 
in their unloading that many special 
rules have had to be made to cover 
the situation. The worst ¢ongestion 
exists in export traffic bound for New 
York. Several railroads, as a result, 
have been forced to refuse to accept 
many articles headed in this direction 
in order to let the most needed freight 
through first. There have been times 
before when freight was congested, but 
this is the first time in the history of 
the country when railroads were over- 
whelmed with it and forced to take 
steps to ~— the flow of traffic. There 
are from 25,000 to 60,000 cars lieing 
along the sidings near New York, ac- 
cording to estimates of railroad men, 
waiting to be unloaded, but yet the 
number waiting is being added to daily 
owing to fresh arrivals in excess of 
the capacity of yards to handle. Muni- 
tions of war, however, have the pref- 
erence in unloading. Extra payments 
are made to insure prompt handling of 
this freight. After many months in 
which much was heard of the huge war 
orders, but little seen, pooga A are now 
figuring most prominently in railroad 
and export traffic. Millions of dollars’ 
worth of guns, powder, shells, etc,, are 
being exported daily at the present 
time. 

Railway Earnings Increase. 


Earnings of the Pennsylvania lines 
for October showed an increase of 
$5,250,000 in gross as comp 
the same month in 1914 and 
in net. For

The New York Central lines had $4,540,- 
000 increase in «gross and $4,000,000 
crease in net for October. ‘For the 
ten mronths, gross was $245,074,882, ov 
an increase of $12,400,000 over the year 
before, while net was $67,633,867 for 
the ten months as compared with $22,- 
100,000 less for the corresponding 
period of last year. Central’s surplus 
after charges for the ten months this 
year was $30,831,861 as against $10,- 
835,137 for the same period last year. 

The copper metal market quieted 
down somewhat as compared with the 
week before, but continued firm durin 
the past week. Sales were made at 2 
cents a pound as a rule, but some busi- 
ess was passed at a lower figure. There 
had been a large amount of buying 
for deliveries far into the second quar- 
ter of 1916, but people who held back 
with their orders when first quarter 
business was being booked and then 
had to pay a higher price when much 
of the supply for that period had been 
sold out. There are some signs that 
the entire 1916 supply of copper will 
be sold before the first three months 
of the year have passed as consumers 
seem, at this time, to have abandoned 
a hand-to-mouth buying policy forever 
and to have gone to the other extreme. 

The steel market continues to aston- 
ish everyone, for it had been thought 
that the high tide of buying had been 
reached and that high prices and in- 
ability of manufacturers to make de- 
liveries for months to come would, by 
this time, have stopped the stream of 
orders. It happens, however, that not 
only are large orders being placed for 
the best deliveries obtainable, but at 
this time, inquiries before the market 
indicate that a further large amount of 
business for deliveries in the second 
half of 1916 will be eget in the next 
ew weeks. Practically no further busi- 
ness for deliveries before June: of. 1916 
can be accepted for many products, 
while some have been sold out to the 
end of the year. Large gains in un- 
filled tonnages are expected to be 
shown when the November figures are 
published, while a further gain in the 
same for December seems to be in 
prospect now. .

was a shortage of 137,847 freight cars, 
with a corresponding shortage in mo- 
tive power, terminals, track facilities, 
In 1907 that situation existed all 
over the country; the congestion of 
freight now existing began at Atlan- 
tic coast shipping centers like Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Norfolk, Newport News, but it 
gradually backed up further and fur- 
ther away from tidewater until now 
the whole country is threatened. Rail- 
way presidents who met here this 
week admittedly, privately, that no 
relief was in sight, despite the plans 
now under way to have a _ general 
embargo declared on export freight 
for a period of thirty or sixty days. 

Contrary to the prevailing belief, it 
is not the war orders going to the al- 
lies that are making all the trouble. 
True enough, :our record exports of 
$3,318,634,636 for the ten months of 
the current year up te the end of Oc- 
tober are made up largely of war 
supplies; but there is another angle 
to the subject which, up to this week, 
has not been generally understood. 

New High Export Records. 

Our exports for October reached new 
high levels, indicating an excess of ex- 
ports over imports for the ten months 
of $1,626,886,623, compared with only 
$114,266,189 for the corresponding ten 
months of 1914. For-the month of 
October alone our exports amounted 
to $834,638,578. War materials, how- 
ever, do not make up as large a per- 
centage of our exports as has been 
generally supposed. That is clearly 
shown by the following comparative 
table of war material exports made up 
from the last monthly detailed state- 
ment given out at Washington:

Compared with a year ago our 
monthly exports of automobiles, explo- 
sives and gunpowder are enormous; 
but the foregoing totals appear small 
when compared with the $334,638,578 
worth of goods sent out. In discuss- 
ing that new phase of the situation 
one of the trunk-line companies’ presi- 
dents engaged in this week’s confer- 
ence said: 

“You spend a few hours with,me in 
our New York freight yards and I will 
convince you that the trouble cannot 
be laid entirely at the door of the so- 
called war munitions. “We are hear- 
ing a great deal about the scarcity of 
bottoms to carry those war supplies 
to the allies. The facts are that for 
the calendar year 1915 the country’s 
excess of exports over imports will 
reach the $2,000,000,000 mark compared 
with only $325,000,000 for the twelve 
months of 1914. That hardly looks like 
all of the steamships have gone out of 
business. 

Terminals Blocked. : 

“Here is the situation in a nut-shell: 
We are sending war supplies to the 
allies, but that business forms a very 
small percentage of export freight that 
is now waiting at the docks, terminals 
and on side tracks for over 300 miles 
back into the country. If you go over 
into our freight yards and investigate 
you will find standing still, car after 
car loaded with beds, dried beans, 
automobiles, machinery and a thou- 
sand and one other items waiting for 
steamships to carry such freight to 
South America and many other parts 
of the world, where no fighting is 
going on. 

“You see our manufacturers are now 
finding new markets for their prod- 
ucts, all over the world, markets that 
were formerly supplies by England 
and France and Germany.”

The result attained on Piedmont avenue 
shows what can be done. Here has been 
obtained at comparatively small expense a 
smooth and delightful driveway that is al- 
ready attracting vehicles of every class. 

The same thing can be done even to far 
better advantage on Ivy and West Peach- 
tree. .AS soon ag it is done these streets 
will become serviceable, and not before. 
They will then attract the traffic and plenty 
of it to the needed relief of Peachtree street. 

_ While Atlanta waits she is overlooking 
the splendid opportunity to which new and 
revivified Piedmont avenue points the way. 
The new council should take this matter up 
as one of its first obligations. 


THE FIFTH REGIMENT.

KIPLING’S CRITICS. 


There are critics and critics of Rudyard 
Kipling’s war work—of his speeches, by 
which he hoped to stir the lukewarm to ac- 
tion, but especially of his patriotic poems. . 

The quarrel of these critics ¥ that his 
later work is not up.to his earlier'standard; 
that the poet of the high and solemn “Re- 
cessional,” the music-master of “Mandalay,” 
and a thousand other haunting lyrics, has 
‘lost the living note and is but the shadow 
of “The Light That Failed.” ous 

Such criticism fills space, when the war 
censor eliminates news and there is room 
for it; but in the main it is unjust and {il- 
advised, for Kipling has not attempted to 
write a great war poem; the war is so great 
in and of itself—so wide and world-destroy- 
ing, it cannot now be compassed in all-suffi- 
cient song. 

There have been spirited poems—nota- 
bly, songs of hate that died even as they 
left the lips and souls of the singers; and 
here and there, in foreign magazines and 
newspapers, lyrics of battle with fine fire’in 
them” have appeared; but no really great 
poem. That, it seems, is for the future. 

Kipling, in the haste of things, has 
merely sounded a note or two, and though 
not of his best, there have’ been lines from 
which the old-time fire flashed. When he 
sets himself to the task of it he will write 
the song of songs. 

It is unfair to hold a man who has done 
so much of great, enduring work to a first 
high standard. | 

There were critics in Milton’s day who 
said to him: “You must brush up, old 
man! You haven’t written anything up to 
the standard of ‘Paradise Lost’ in a long, 


long time!”

billion dollars, the estimate being based upon 
the ‘par value of the securities. Inquiry 
‘among those in the financial district who 
should have some information upon the mat- 
ter shows that this is not 
‘excessive estimate. 

At the close of President McKinley’s first 
administration and at a time when we were 
receiving from Europe about one hundred 
millions in gold in a féw wéeks, the report 
was widely circulated and commonly be- 
lieved that we had at that time absorbed 
about two thousand millions par value of 
securities that had been held abroad for in- 
vestment, ; 

Those who are competent to speak say 
that the best that can be done at this time 
is to guess at the amount of securities we 
have absorbed. But no one doubts that in 
the phenomenal movements of international 
finance and trade which have been in prog- 
ress for ten months a very large amount of 
American securities has changed hands and 
passed into the possession of citizens of the 
United States or institutions of this country. 

In the spring, one of those who is in 
close association with the vast market of 
which the house of J. P. Morgan & Co. is 
the agent for Great Britain and France in 
the United States, was of the opinion that 
before the war ended it might be found con- 
venient by Great Britain to utilize some por- 
tion of the bonds held by her citizens and 
institutions for securing a loan or to serve 
as a basis of credit. ae 

‘But,” he said, “there should be a large 
mixture of American stocks and bonds in any 
bundle of collateral securities. He was of 
the opinion that if the war continued for 
the length. of time Lord Kitchenor deems 
probable, we will have taken over much the 
greater part of American securities held 
abroad for investment. : 

How the Estimates Differed. 

In the fall and winter of last year sev- 
eral estimates were made public which pur- 
ported to fix the aggregate amount of indebt- 
edness owed by American railroad and indus- 
trial organizations abroad. Some of them 
put the figure as high as six billions, some 
estimated the amount as about four bil- 
lions. Whatever the amount was, it was 
necessary that these securities be absorbed 
by the United States if we are to become 
in fact a creditor nation in the sense that 
Great Britain before the war was the world‘s 
chief creditor nation. So rapid and prodi- 
gious have been the movements of commerce 
and finance that it is spoken of as not a 
matter for astonishment that we should have 
already absorbed a billion and are likely to 
be in position to absorb much the greater 
part of these securities. 

One of the leadine authorities not only 
in practical international financing, but also 
on the theoretical side, stated in the spring 
that England had still literally thousands of 
millions invested in the securities of other 
~countries. Her citizens and her banks and 
other institutions have invested very large 
sums in the bonds issued by some of her 
colonial possessions, England advanced five 
hundred millions, approximately, to one of 
her colonies to use for the construction of a 
State system of railroads. The security for 
this loan was bonds which were a mortgage 
lien upon the railroads, These bonds are 
still held in England. This was referred 
to aS an example of the possessions of Great 
Britain in negotiable securities. 

A rather offhand estimate was made by 
this authority of the aggregate wealth of 
England. He thought that this might possi- 
bly be as much as one hundred and fifty bil- 
lions. His’ was an Overestimate, since the 
chancellor of the exchequer now estimates 
the wealth of Great Britain at. about one 
hundred and thirty billions. The best au- 
thorities in the United States estimate, rather

Paul Warburg’s Address. 

.. The address delivered by Paul Warburg, 
of the federal reserve board, in North Car- 
Olina a-few days ago suggested that he 
was well informed upon matters appertain- 
ing to the national wealth of England and 
her annual income as well as the like fig- 
ures which tell of the financial strength of 
the United States. 

Mr. Warburg was informed, partially at 
least, upon those matters before he resigned 
from places which gave large emoluments 
to him to take position upon the federal re- 
serve board at a small salary. In the ad- 
dress, he asserts that the largest inflation 
of circulation and credit which the old world 
has ever had has taken place there since the 
war began. And this will make it all the 
more necessary for these nations after the 
war is ended. to make desperate ‘attempts 
to get gold in large amounts as a basis, safe 
and sure, for such credit as these nations will 
need in recuperating. Some of these at- 
tempts will reach for American gold. Ney- 
ertheless, the United States, in his Opinion 
must continue to accumulate gold in large 
amounts. The federal reserve banks now 
have three hundred millions in goid, and this 
is not held in proportionate parts by inde- 
pendent banks, but chiefly by the banks of 
the federal reserve system. Therefore it 
cah be utilized to sustain credit. Mr. War- 
burg asserts that our credit structure today 
represents about eighteen and one-half pil- 
lions, and this, he says, is of Staggering 
size. But it is apparent to him that after 
the war is ended the United States wili be 
‘Called upon to aid in the financing of other 
countries. : 

That we have the means for increasing the 
currency through the utilization of commer- 
cial paper Mr. Warburg admits, but he is 
insistent upon the point that, after all, our 
safety, especially when times of great com- 
mercial and industrial expansion are with

store of gold, believing that this is vital if

SOUTHERN GIRL WHO GOT $5,000 
FOR WRITING A BOOK OF LAW

In the shadow of towering Lookout 
mountain, down in Dixieland, nestles a cosy 
cottage wherein dwell two devoted sisters, 
one Of whom possesses claims to distinction 
shared by no other woman, perhaps, in the 
whole land; for where can another be found 
who has written a law book that has been 
formally accepted by legislative action as a 
standard authority throughout a common- 
wealth, with an appropriation of thousands 
of dollars to purchase a first edition, and for 
whom the general assembly of another state 
passed a special act creating a lucrative po- 
litical office with the sole purpose that she, 
and she alone, might fill it? Both of these 
tributes were paid to Ruth Evans, a Chatta- 
nooga girl. 

Ruth Durant Evans is a member of one 
of the most prominent families of South Car- 
olina, one of which Governor John Gary 
Evans, of that state, and Chief Justice Beverly 
Daniel Evans, the. latter of Georgia, are rep- 
resentatives. Her father, Junius H. Evans, 
was a distinguished lawyer and at his death, 
which occurred twenty-five years ago, the 
family removed to Chattanooga. 

A few years ago when the Tennessee leg- 
islature passed a law admitting women to the 
bar in that state, Ruth Evans began to feel 
the stirrings of an ambition that had been 
hidden deep down in her heart ever since she, 
as a tiny, dark-eyed. child, had laboriously 
spelled over:the long words in the musty old 
law books/that lined her father’s office walls.

After receiving her diploma, Miss. Evans 
was connected for a while with the office of 
the county court clerk of Hamilton county, 
but, too ambitious to long be content with 
humdrum routine, she decided to enter the 
active practice of her chosen profession.

From the first 
it has been our purpose to build, in 
time, “The Model School” of the state. 
Progress has necessarily been slow be-

All Bills Paid Promptly. 

Our teachers were paid regularly 
and, when our bank account warranted, 
all bills were were paid promptly. 
Much of the time I was kept in sus- 
pense and on the ragged edge of de- 
Spair, but finally, when the _ school 
closed, all bills were settled and $25 
was left to the maintenance fund, and 
$50 to the scholarship fund to vegin 
the coming year’s work. 

Over $600 was spent for absolutely 
necessary improvements and equipment 
for both buildings. A small barn was 
built; the roof of the cottage repaired 
at a cost of $83,and the wails of both 
buildings were tinted. | 

Mr. Louis Magid presented a beauti- 
ful young Jersey and the apple trees 
for a small apple orchard: our chil- 
dren prepared the ground, planted the 
trees and built a wire fence around the 
orchard. Three heating stoves for the 
classrooms and a car of coal, a large 
fireless cooker, a sewing machine and 
all necessary equipment for the model 
cottage and the school were purchased. 
A beautiful school victrola, a large 
school clock and framed and suitabie 
pictures for the schoolrooms were pre- 
sented by friends. We are indebted to 
many of our Atlanta merchants and to 
the following large corporations for 
their uniform kindness and generosity 
to our school: The Southern railway, 
Atlantic Ice and Coal corporation, the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
and the Southern Bell Telephone com- 
pany. 

From Miss Davis’ report I gather the 
following: Eighty pupils are enrolled; 
the attendance is good on clear days, 
and the children are interested. Lum- 
ber has been given by one of the mer- 
chants for a pig pen and other’ im- 
provements about the cottage. Ground 
has been cleared of all useless trees 
and is being put into shape for flowers 
and shrubs. They have a good fall 
garden, and the orchard is all plowed 
and ready for spring planting. Rye 
is planted for the cow. Two pretty 
signs have recently been put in front 
of the school near the public road; the 
cellar is being excavated for wood, coal 
and cold storage; school floors are 
oiled and made sanitary; cloak closets 
and finished and hooks anti hangers for 
all cloaks and hats—each child has his 
own. Back steps have. been made on 
the boys’ side of the school porch so 
that they may have a dry entrance and 
exit. House and school walls are in 
good condition. Every window is cur- 
tained and thé woodwork freshly 
stained. A moving picture machine has 
been given and needs twenty-five dol- 
lars worth of repairs. We have a cold 
frame full of lettuce, parsley and cel- 
ery. Desks have been repaired and 
freshened up and new pictures framed. 
Individual drinking cups have been in- 
troduced; we have a standardized vol- 
eyl-ball ground and four swings.

work of our State Federation will not 
be attempted in the short space al- 
lowed for this report. The progress 
made in the various lines of that work 
is shown in the reports of the district 
presidents and in the special educa- 
tional reports. We-are told in the offi- 
cial reports of the state’s supervisors 
of schools that “In many counties more 
progress is due to the women’s clubs 
for substantial progress along many 


lines than any other agency,” and that 


‘wherever a woman’s club exists, ef- 
forts are being made for the improve- 
ment of the local schools.” 

The need of such educational help as 
the clubs can give is, of course, great- 
est outside of the towns. We need 
more co-operation among women in 
rural districts, and to secure it*is one 
of our chief problems. If é¢lubs in dif- 
ferent towns of the same cotinty will 
form county federations, and induce 
women in other places in the county to 
form clubs, better results will be ac- 
complished not only in the towns, but 
in the country: In this day of im- 
provement in roads and of increasing 
use of automobiles and telephones, the 


operation and progress in rural work. 

Consolidation of country schools and 
the standardizing of schools are ob- 
jects for which we should continue to 
use our best efforts. pete 


Only One Other State. 


The greatest obstacle to educational 
progress in this state has been the at- 
titude of illiterate, indifferent and self- 
ish parents who have not allowed their 
children to receive the education of- 
fered in the schools. Outside of Geor- 
gia only one of the other states of the 
union recognizes the right of a parent 
to prevent his .children from being 
taught to read. The remainder of the 
American people recognize the right 
of the child. And they recognize the 
right of the state to require that its 
ehildren shall be prepared for citizen- 
ship. .As was said by Governor Har- 
ris, in his inaugural address, unless 
our state adopts compulsory education 
“we will soon find our people leading 
the. nation in the matter of illiteracy.” 

To the State Federation, I believe, is 
due the credit- of having been. the first 
active organized efforts for a compul- 
sory school attendance law in Georgia. 
Its memorable campaign for the adop- 
tion of the bill introduced in 1909 and 
defeated in 1910, fell little short of 
success; and it did succeed in increas- 
ing and strengthening public sentiment 
in favor of such @ measure. No other 
measure every brought before the Geor- 
gia legislature was supported by so 
many petitions and signatures. In 1913 
the compulsory school attendance Dill 
introduced by Senator Sweat was pass- 
ed in the senate by a vote of 27 to 11, 
and the educational committee of the 
house of representatives recommended 
its adoption, but it did not reach a 
vote in the house. The same measure, 
with slight change, was introduced by 
Senator Stovall at the last session of 
the legislature, and was passed in the 
senate, after it had been amended so 
as to make it a local option measure. 
This announcement removed opposition 
that had been made to the bill as it 
originally stood, and in the final vote 
there were but two who were recorded 
(as against it.
